Addressing the annual conference 
of prefectural governors, the For- 
sien Minister declared that Japan 
refuses to submit to a repetition 
of what happened at Geneva in 
1932 “when unfortunately Japan’s 
opinions concerning the mainte- 
nance of peace in Eastern Asia 
were rejected—compelling -us t9 
secede from the League of Na- 
tions.” 

Although Hirota mentioned on'y 
Geneva in this, his first, public ex- 
pression on the Tokio Govern- 
ment’s recently-enunciated policy 
toward China, there was a strong 
implication that Japan intends 
never again to debate oriental 
questions on equal terms with the 
occident as she did at Washington 
in 1922 when the nine-power treaty 
was framed.

PRESIDENT WOULD 
RESTORE CANADIAN 
~MACE TAKEN IN 1812 


Asks Congress to Return Sym- 
bol Szized’ by U. S. Forces 
in. War. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 4. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today asked Con- 
gress to return the mace of the 
parliament. of Ontario, Canada, cap- 
tured during the war of 1812 and 
now held. at the Annapolis Naval 
Academy. 
A special message from the Pres- 
ident said; 
“During the war of 1812 the 
Mace of the Pariiament of Upper 
Canada, or Ontario, was taken by 
United States forces at the time 
of the Battle of York, April 27, 
1813. 
“That Mace, which had been the 
symbol of Legislative authority at 
York (now Toronto) since 1792, has 
been preserved in the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. 
“On July 4, 1934, there is to be 
unveiled in Toronto a memorial 
tablet erected by the United States 
Daughters of 1812 to the memory 
of General Pike and others of the 
United States forces who were 
killed in action. The Mayor and 
Council of Toronto are providing the 
site for the memorial. 
“The suggestion has been ma 
that :t would be a gracious. act fo 
the United States to return this his- 
toric Mace to Canada at the time 
of the unveiling of the tablet. 
“The Mace is a token of repre- 
sentative Government, established 
at York nearly a century and a 
half ago. It symbolizes the orderly 


ada, continuing from that day to 
this. 

“Since the agreement of 1817, the 
two countries have by common 
accord maintained no hostile arma- 
ments on either side of their bound- 
ery; and every passing year cements 
the peace and friendship between 
the peoples of Canada and the 
United States. 

“I heartily recommend to the 
favorable consideration of the Con- 
gress the enactment of a joint reso- 
lution authorizing the return of the 
Mace to the Canadian Govern- 
ment.” 


THREE STATES FACE SHORTAGE 
OF WATER FOR IRRIGATION 


Exceptionally Dry Season in Ore- 
gon, Utah and Idaho; Rainfall 
Below Normal in California. 

\By the Associated s’ress. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 4.—Ore- 
gon, Utah and Idaho have had an 
exceptionally dry season and face a 
shortage of water for irrigation. In 
contrast, Washington State has had 
one of its rainiest winters on rec- 
ord, with an abundance of water 
stored in reservoirs. 
Utah agriculture, dependent on ir- 
rigation, faces the most dubious wa- 
ter supply for 20 or 30 years. Snow 
in the mountain ranges is only 
about half that of a year ago. Utah 
Lake, the State’s largest fresh wa- 
ter body, holds only about one-third 
as much water as at this time last 
year, and the outlook for farmers 
dependent on its water for irriga- 
tion is declared to be the worst in 
30 years. 

In North Central Idaho the snow- 
fall was the lightest in 10 years. 
California also has had an unusual- 
ly dry season, with the rainfall be- 
low normal almost everywhere in 
the State. In many localities the 
precipitation is only little more 
than half the normal.

“I got worried, got out of condi- 
tion, couldn’t wrestle and got in a 
bad spot. The creditors cracked 
down on me and cleaned me out. I 
wanted to get out. I made arrange- 
ments to turn the stock over to my 
partner and get back into the 
wrestling game. That was five 
months ago. He was to pay me 
back what I had put in. I didn’t 
get it and the company is now out 
too.” 
O’Shocker said the name of the 
company was Pat-Geo., Inc., repre- 
senting the first names of the two 
partners.

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MINIMUM TIRE PRES 
FED BY NRA ORDER 


Johnson Declares Emergency 
Exists—Schedule Goes in 
Effect May 14.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Recov- 
ery Administrator Johnson today is- 
sued an order declaring existence 
of an emergency in the retail tire 


trade, requiring establishment of 
minimum prices on tires and tubes 
May 14 when the already approved 
code for the trade goes into effect. 

An important provision of the 
ohnson order was that no warranty 
or guarantee could be offered tire 
buyers except a 90-day guarantee 
against defects 
workmanship. This is understood 
to be an alternative to agreement 


within the industry as to what form 
of warranties should be applied. 


With the order NRA issued a 


bottom price scale for every size 
and grade of tires and tubes manu- 
factured and sold at this time. The 
prices -begin with automobile bal- 
loon casings at $6.70 for class A,

class ©. These prices are for sizes 
28x4. Pubes for that size tire must 
be sold at or above $1.48, $1.23 and 
$1.11 for the three grades.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Inves- 
tigators reported to a Senate Com- 
mittee today that the 
which led to the failure of the 
Union Trust Company of Cleve- 
land, capitalized . at $35,000,000, 
were dictated by Joseph R. Nutt 
and that he was “influenced” by 
the Van Sweringens. 

Nutt, former treasurer of the 
Republican National Committee, 
and O. P. Van Sweringen, railroad 
builder, are under indictment for 
what investigators term a “window 
dressing” loan .to. the bank. Nutt 
once was president of the institu- 
tion. 

The report naming them was 
submitted to the Senate Stock Mar- 
ket and Banking Investigating 
Committee today by Ferdinand 
Pecora, counsel. 

-Unsound Banking Practices. 

It held the bank’s failure was due 
to “unsound banking practices over 
a period of years.” Among the 


practices named were “heavy invest- 


ment in real estate,” “excessive con- 
centration of loans to the Van Swer- 
ingen and Eaton interests,” “loans 
to officers, directors and their affi- 
liated corporations,” a bad divjdend 
policy and inadequacy of reserves. 
The Van Sweringen brothers, O. P. 
and M. J., are chiefly interested in 
railroads, including the Missouri 
Pacific. Cyrus 8S. Baton is a finan- 
cier. 

Pecora’s report, prepared by 
Frank: J. Meehan, his chief statis- 
tician, and alter H. Seymour, 
charged general use of “window 
dressing” practices by the bank and 
suggested it had obtained advance 
notice of bank calls. 

Other conclusions reported were: 

Loans to the Van Sweringen com- 
panies at times exceeded the legal 
limit. 

A director “who objected to them, 
D. L. Johnson, was not re-elected. 

The Union Trust turned over to 
J. P. Morgan & Co. as collateral 
on a Van Sweringen loan the same 
collateral it held as trustee for 
other Cleveland banks on previous 
loans. \ 

‘Collusion among officers of the 
bank to misapply funds for their 
own benefit. 

“The management policies of the 
Union Trust Co. were dictated by 
@ small group of men,” the report 
said. “Chief among these men was 
the bank's first president, Joseph 
R. Nutt, later elected chairman of 
the board. Others associated with 
Mr. Nutt in the domination of the 
bank’s policies were: Wilbur M. 
Baldwin, president; George A. Coul- 
ton, vice-president; Frank H. Ginn, 
director; Kenyon V. Painter, direct- 
or, and Otto Miller, director. 

Some Directors Rebelled. 

“Certain of the directors of the 
Union Trust Co.” the report con- 
tinued, “being entirely ‘fed up’ with 
the domination of the bank’s af- 
fairs by this group, rebelled. Al- 
though the minutes of the bank do 
not show the true reasons, the dis- 
senting directors forced the resig- 
nation of Joseph R. Nutt as chair- 
man of the board on May 24, 1932, 
to be effective June 30, 1932.” 

“One of the chief causes of the 
ultimate failure of the Union Trust 
Co.,” the report said, “was the ex- 
cessive concentration of loans to 
the Van Sweringens. 
1933, these with accrued interest 
totaled $14,274,018. 

“At times during the past few 
years the loans to the individuai 
Van Sweringen companies or to 
the Van Sweringens themselves ex- 
ceeded the legal limits of the 
bank’s loaning power. 

“When these loans were ques- 
tion they were readjusted by 
transfer within the companies, D. 
L. Johnson, a director, demanded 
his dissent from the Van Swer- 
ingen loans be recorded in the 
bank’s minutes because he thought 
them unsound, 

“Johnson dissented to a specific 
Joan to Higbee Co., a Van Sweriny- 
en corporation, but the loan was 
made anyhow.

In an address concluding the con- 
vention speech making Secretary of 
Agricuiture Wallace said, the nation 
sooner or later may have to engage 
in more distasteful control of agri- 
culture, if certain other laws, such 
as the tariff, are not changed. 


Wallace also replied to state- 
ments that the administration 
should allow the normal law of 
supply and demand to bring about 
necessary adjustments. “In'‘a world 
of universal peace, no tariffs, no 
export quotas, no corporations and 
‘no labor unions,” he said, “I am 
confident that the law of supply 
and demand would work in the 
fully beneficent way envisioned by 
the classical economists,” but due 
to the “terrific disruption” of the 
World War and a disregard for the 
long-time opérations of the war 
during the past 15 years, he con- 
tended some adjustment at the 
present time is imperative, 

“A creditor nation which insists 

on selling more abroad than it im- 
ports and which demands the pay- 
ment of foreign debts to the last 
dollar while at the same time it 
shrieks for high tariffs,” is due for 
a terrific disillusionment, the Sec- 
retary declared. 
- He added that the growth of the 
country rests not on greater do- 
mestic consumption of food but on 
use of more of the entire list of 
industrial products “Certainly the 
outlook for a tremendous volume 
of industrial goods in this country, 
given places in line with consumer 
incomes, is exceedingly encourag- 
ing. The needs of farmers, I know, 
are such as to keep thousands of 
industrial plants on a 24-hour shift 
for many months.” 


Wallace said that “the future of 
agriculture cannot be considered 
apart from the future of industry 
and the future of labor. They are 
all tied up together. While agricul- 
ture may suffer for five or 10 vears 
at a stretch without causing undue 
embarrassment in industry, the time 
comes when industry believes more 
whole-heartedly than anyone else 
that its prosperity dépends on the 
purchasing power of agriculture.” 

Wallace said he had seen a de- 
cided acceptance of this fact during 
the past month, due largely to an 
increase in purchasing power among 
southern farmers the past year as 
the result of a gain of $420,000,000 
in the value of the 1933 cotton 
crop over that in 1932, 


He predicted the experience of 
the South would be duplicated in 
the middle West during the com- 
ing year as the result of wheat and 
corn-hog benefit payment checks to 
be mailed out in large numbers this 
summer and fall, 


Federal Reserve Head Tells of 
Going Off Gold Standard. 


Governor Eugene Black of the 
Federal Reserve Board, spoke to 
the business men last night, He 
said. 

“There is no man in this room 
who believes. more in the gold 
standard as a base for internation- 
al operations than I believe.” ' 
Black then recalled that the

The amendment, by Representa- 
tive Bulwinkle (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina, would have discarded the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission as the regu- 
latory body as proposed by the 
Fletcher-Rayburn stock market 
control bill nearing a final vote. A 
commission of three members was 
roposed. | 
The Republicans supported the 
Bulwinkle amendment almost in a 
body. 
Goes Too Far, Snell Says. 
When debate began today Repre- 
sentative Snell of New York, the 
Republican leader, told the House 
he would oppose the Fletcher-Ray- 
burn bill because he said it went 
“too far” in regimenting small busi- 
ness. 
Snell said he favored regulation 
of the stock, exchanges, but added, 
“T think we are making a mistake” 


in placing regulations on business | 


as provided in the bill. 

“T am for regulation for the pro- 
tection of the public,” he said, but 
expressed the opinion that so many 
regulatory bills had been enacted by 
congress that the “hope and cour- 
age of the small business men is be- 
ing destroyed.” 

Other Admendments Defeated. 

By 56 to 30, the House rejected 
an attempt by Hollister (Rep.), 
Ohio, to strike out language hold- 
ing liable those who “control” per- 
sons who go beyond the law. The 
Ohioan had argued that such a pro- 
vision would make it extremely 
difficult to decide between the 
guilty and the innocent. 

Hollister also attempted to re- 
move another provision allowing 
commission to obtain writs of 
mandamus from Federal District 
Courts commanding compliance 
with the law or orders of the con- 
trol commission. This was lost 
without even a, standing vote. 

Representative McClintic (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, lost an amendment un- 
der which issuers of securities on 
which interest was in default would 
have to file monthly statements 
showing the amount of the securi- 
ties and listing the holders and 
their holdings. 

An amendment by Representative 
Wadsworth (Rep.), New York, to 
eliminate 1-500 of 1 per cent regis- 
tration fee for stock exchanges was 
defeated. The levy is on the ag- 
gregate amount of securities trans- 
acted on the exchanges during the 
preceding year. 

Fish Amendment Rejected. 

By a voice vote the House re- 
jected an amendment by Repre- 
sentative Fish (Rep.) New York, 
to modify a provision whereby the 
Federal Trade Commission. could 
issue rules and regulations govern- 
ing stock exchanges in the event the 
exchanges refused to adopt the 
rules and regulations recommend- 
ed by the commission. 

Representative Rayburn, co-au- 
thor of the measure, told the House 
before the vote that “if we adopt 
the Fish amendment we will destroy 
virtually everything we have done 
in this bill,” 

Rayburn said three things were 
necessary to make the Dill -effec- 
tive. They are, he said, margin re- 
quirements and prohibition of ma- 
nipulative practices, and authority 
for the trade commission to admin- 
ister the law. 

The Fish amendment, he said, 
would make it possible for ex- 
changes to tie up in the courts from 
12 to 24 months every rule and reg- 
ulation issued by the trade com- 
mission.

IN WEIRTON CASE 


U. S. Attorney Says Law 
Can't’ Be Invoked in 
Present Suit Because 
Government Is Plaintiff. 


By the Associated Press. 

WILMINGTON, Del, May 4.— 
Government counsel took the posi- 
tion today that the Norris anti-in- 
junction act cannot be invoked by 
the Weirton Steel Co. because the 
Government itself is the plaintiff 
in the case. . 

The company; in opposing the 
plea for a preliminary order to 
restrain interference with the bal- 
loting of employes for bargaining 
representatives, argued that the 
Norris act prevents a Federal! dis- 
trict court from issuing injunctions 
in labor disputes without first tak- 
ing the testimony of witnesses in 
open court. : 

Charges “Deliberate Scheme.” 

In a rebuttal of the company’s 
defense to the suit, Frank K. Neb- 
eker, Goveriument counsel, charged 
that the company’s plan of employe 
representation “is a scheme delib- 


stantial number of its employes of 
the rights sought to be exercised 
by them, namely the right of col- 
lective bargaining.” 

Nebeker told Judge John P. 
he was not going to discuss 
the angle of the Norris anti-injunc- 
tion act “at length” because the 
act is “so plain on its face that it 
cannot apply to a suit by the Gov- 
ernment.” “The right to a prelim- 
inary injunction is the fact that a 
law of Congress is being violated,” 
he added. 

The case thus far has been con- 
fined to arguments by attorneys 
on a motion for a preliminary in- 
junction and to the presentation of 
affidavits. No witnesses have been 
called. 

Nebeker charged “continued vio- 
lation of the code and Section 7-A 
of the National Recovery Act.” 

Case “Extremely Important.” 

He pointed to the case as “ex- 
tremely important.” It involves the 
National Recovery program, he 
added, “and it is not an exaggera- 
tion to say that.the eyes of the 
people of this country are focused 
on this particular proceeding. That 
is particularly true of the interests 
of labor under the recovery pro- 
gram. 

“This suit is not brought in be- 
half of the Amalgamated Union of 
Iron and Steel Workers, It merely 
happens in this particular case that 
these employes of the defendant 
have associated themselves with 
that union and have made an ef- 
fort to secure the right of collec- 
tive bargaining through the organi- 
zation.” : 

Contending that the Weirton 
workers are entitled to “their own” 
organization, Nebeker asserted 
“there is nothing in the by-laws of 
the company union plan’ which 
gives to the body of the employes 
any method by which they can meet 
as a complete group or to have any 
way of formulating plans between 
elections.” 

Court Questions Lawyer.

RUSSIANS ON FLOE 


Keeping Up Nerve Was Chief 
Problem, Says Head of 
Rescued Party. 


By the Associated Press. 
SEATTLE, Wash., May 4.—Out of

Russians, marooned for weeks on 
the ice floes of the Arctic Ocean, 
will come a new, valuable trade 
route, and a fresh manifestation of 
the Soviet spirit, says Dr. Otto 
| Schmidt, leader of the Chelyushkin 
scientific expedition. His Soviet ex- 
|pedition to Wrangell Island in the 
interest of colonization as well] as 
|} science, was stranded when the 
lship Chelyushkin was crushed in 
ithe ice. Its members were rescued 
by Soviet planes. 

Establishment of the new route 
along the Siberian Arctic Coast, 
through use of ‘new, heavier, ice- 
‘breaking ships that can withstand 


‘the terrific buffeting of the packs, 
may open up vast resources of gold 
‘and oil, to be handled through the 
| ports of Viadivostok and Archan- 
gel, he said. 

Regaining His Strength. 

“I hope the first big ice breaker 
used along this route will be named 
the ‘Stalin,’” said Dr. Schmidt, who 
was stricken with pneumonia while 
the expedition was on the ice floes. 
Already he had started to regain 
his strength with a substantial diet 
of ham and eggs, and was consid- 
ering, he said, with a twinkle, plans 
to grow the American grapefruit 
in Southern Russia. 

“The greatest danger in the Arc- 
tic,” he said, ‘was loss of moralé.,’ 
Fortunately, the men trusted me, 
When the ship was ground to pieces 
and sank, we tossed ashore food, 
tents, and other supplies. 

“As the boat sank, barrels of oil 
and lumber floated to the surface. 
We built barracks for the women, 
the children and the unstrong men. 
Sometimes in the night the icefloes 
would crack, and split apart. Those 
were hard times, but the men be- 
lieved in me and we came through. 

Barracks Wrecked by Ice. 

“After the women and children 
were taken from the ice by the 
Soviet planes, their barracks were 
torn to pieces by the breaking up 
of the ice. We had the morale, and 
everything came out all right. 1 am 
weak but I: shall recuperate for 
perhaps a month in San Francisco, 
then go to Moscow by way of your 
eastern cities. 

“In August, perhaps I can come 
back with another Soviet expedition. 
If I am not strong enough, the ex- 
pedition can. go without me.” —— 
Prof. Schmidt arrived ‘here from 
Alaska with Prof. George Ushakoff, 
leader of the Soviet airplane rescue

15 YEARS’ LIGATION 


Court Costs Exceed Judgment 
For Drowiing Under 85- 
Year-Old Law. 


More than 15 years of litigation, 
during which the children of Mrs. 
Nora Ramer Roberson sought to 
collect damages for her death by 
drowning when the river steamer 
St. Louis, owned by the St. Louis 
& Tennessee River Packet Co., 
‘foundered Sept. 2, 1918, was brought 
to a close today when Federal 
Judge Faris issued a final decree 
\granting the children $347.49. 

The court \costs in the case far 
exceed this amount. Irvine Mitch- 
ell, special master to hear the 
claims, said ‘he. had previously. al 
lowed. E. B. Samuels, guardian for 
the children, $10,000, which could 
not be collected because of the law 
in the case. 

“Under the Federal admiralty 
act, a statute passed 85 years ago, 
all claims on a foundered ship must 
be paid out of a fund made up of 
the freight and passenger fares for 
the trip and the sale of the salvage® 
of the ship. This amounted to 
$365.75 after costs were subtracted. 

Under the same statute the com- 
pany was allowed to collect $30,000 
insurance on the foundered St. 
Louis. 

On previous occasions when the 
case has come up in court Judge 
Faris has called the statute “out- 
rageous.” 

Four other claims against the 
company were settled in pro rata 
fashion. They were as follows: 
Douglas H. Jones, claim for $145.55 
settled for $5.16; Mrs. Charles Dun- 
can, claim for $236.30 settled for 
$8.22; Lil Roth, claim for $25, set- 
tled for 86 cents, and A. A. Kim-" 
bro, claim for $116.20, settled for 
$4.03. 

The St. ‘Louis sank in the Mis- 
sissippi near Sulphur Springs, Mo., 
when it struck a snag. The court 
findings give the cause as “the 
negligence of the crew.” ® Under 
the final decree the company is 
“exempted forever” from . any 
claims,

City Counselor Would

The expenses were met from the 
$87,000,000 bond issue, voted in 1923 
for public improvements, ultimately 
the taxpayers’ cost, from which 
source the expenses of a new com- 
mission also would be taken.

Hay said that although “excep- 
tions always have been filed,” the 
large humber in this case were 
caused by the excessive benefits as- 
sessed.

Kidnaper Thought to Be 
Surrounded After Cap-

O’Connell was found. 


Pair Stoie CCC Uniforms. 

O’Connell was wearing a CCC uni- 
form and Norvell, the burglar told 
prison authorities, was similarly 
dressed when they separated 
Wednesday night. : 
They got the clothing at the farm 
of Marvin Rendelman, near Po- 
mona. Rendleman told officers that 
the pair forced him to give up the 
clothes, which his wife was laun- 
dering for workers at a nearby CCC 
camp. The two did not have on 
prison uniforms when they came to 
the Rendleman’s farm. 
After leaving thé farm they sepa- 
rated. Bloodhounds trailed them to 
a railroad and then took ‘up the 
trail of O’Connell. Norvell, it is 
believed, doubled back toward the 
bluffs along the Mississippi River. 
Warden Joseph Ragen told the 
Post-Dispatch he thought the kid- 
naper would be caught before the 
day was over. 

* Gives Up Without Fight. 
O’Connell was emaciated and on 
the verge of exhaustion when mem- 
bers of the posse of 200, who have 
searched constantly since the es- 
cape, found him in the woods. He 
Was not armed and surrendered 
Without resistance. 

He told the warden he and Nor- 
vell had only three meals during 
the six days since their escape and 
that on several occasions they had 
seen posse members searching for 
them. O’Connell was caught on a 
public highway en route to Anna, 
where he hoped to catch a south- 
bound freight train. 

He was taken to the penitentiary 
hospital suffering from shock, lack 
of food, severe bruises and lacera- 
tions of the feet and legs. 

“His feet were blistered and he 
was almost starved,” Warden Ragen 
said. “He told us that Norvell’s 
feet were worse than his and that 
he had a high fever. So we think 
it won't be long until Norvell is 
back inside the prison.” 

O’Connell was caught near a CCC 
camp not far from Pomona, III. 
State Highway Policemen, deputy 
sheriffs and citizens of Southern 
Illinois were in the posse.

While the contents of the orig- 
inal ransom note delivered by a 
small boy after the Kidnaping, nev- 
er have been publicly disclosed, 
authoritative sources said it de- 
manded that the girl’s father drive 
along a lonely road until certain 
signals were received, when he was 
to toss the money out and continue

“If only we could have kept the 
silence at first,” Mrs. Robles said. 
“It was terrible though, when the 
note said they must have $15,000 
between 5 o'clock and 9 o’clock that 
night they took June. How could 
we get that much money with the 
banks closed? ‘ 

“They were stupid. They should 
have given us more time. But fear 
was on us to keep the silence, for 
they threatened to kill not only the 
baby but my Fernando if the mon- 
ey was not given.”

Secretary Declares, It Is 
‘Only Sensible Way Out’ 


of Present Foreign Trade 
Situation. 


By the Arsociatei }ress. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace expand- 
ed his views on the tariff last night 
and committed himself to “a 
planned middle course” between na- 
tionalism and internationalism as 
“the only sensible way out” of the 
present foreign trade situation. 

His address, broadcast as one of 
a series sponsored by the Foreign 
Policy Association, brought into 
clearer relief his conception of how 
American agriculture and industry 
can regain foreign markets. 

“IT am more convinced today than 
ever before,”*.he said, “that America 
must make certain choices or she 
will fall several years hence into a 
worse ditch than that of 1932, and 
in the process will drag a consider- 
able part of the world with her.” 

“Acceptable to Thoughtful.” ' 

The planned middle course be- 
tween the two extremes is, he add- 
ed, “acceptable to the more thought- 
ful among the sincere, understand- 
ing Republicans and Democrats, 
and representatives of labor, agri- 
culture and industry. 

“The problem is not one of par- 
tisan politics and in some ways I re- 
gret that the discussion has had to 
take place in a political year. How- 
ever, I am giad to say that pri- 
vate discussion I have found both 
Republicans and Democrats very 
much alike in their fundamental 
understanding of this problem.” 

America must continually choose, 
the Secretary said, “but some of her 
choices are now 10 or 15 years over- 
due. The artificiality of absurd tar- 
iffs and embargoes and exchange 
quotas over the entire world has 
forced nearly all nations of the 
world to take many strange and ar- 
tificial actions to protect their 
farmers.” | 

“Mutually Subsidized Insanity.” 

Along the path of subsidization 
by various countries of the export 
of competing products “lies mutual- 
ly subsidized insanity,” he added. 

No country, the Secretary assert- 
ed, gains under the present system 
and the United States can lead the 
way when the people understand 
the problem and make their wishes 
known in Washington. 

“So far, Washington has heard 
chiefly from the protected indus- 


tries. It is time for Washington . 
to hear in equally emphatic man-— 
ner from the gainfully employed in - 


export agriculture and export in- 


dustry and the 35,000,000 wage earn- . 
ers who as consumers are intere ~ 


ested in reasonable competition and 
reasonable. living costs.” 

The United States has power to 
adapt herself as skillfully to her 
creditor position as England after 
the Napoleonic war but she must 
become more consciously a nation, 
Wallace said, adding “It means un-~- 
derstanding; not regimentation.

At its meeting yesterday, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment voted to fix the same _ cit 
tax rate as last year, $1.35 on the 
$100 valuation for municipal pur- 
poses, plus 39 cents bond interest 
and sinking fund, the same as last 
year. To this will be added 85 
cents for schools and 15 cents for 
State tax, making the rate for city, 
State and schools $2.74, the same as 
last year. 
Unable to balance the budget, the 
Board of Estimate decided to plan 
a budget on the basis of. a $1,500,- 
000 expected deficit, though the ad- 
ministration hopes that additional 
revenue can be obtained to reduce 
or offset it.

Roosevelt’s Aid in Banking 


Crisis Succumbs in’ ‘New 
- York to Complications of 
Throat Infection. 


HEAD OF AMERICAN

He Tried to Quit Cabinet 
Many Times Before He 
Did—Went on _ Leave 
Last November. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW -YORK, May 4.—William H. 
Woodin, who was President Roose- 
velt’s Secretary of the Treasury 
during the banking crisis last year, 
died last evening of complications 
of a throat infection. He would 
have been 66 years old on May 27. 

Dr. Jerome Wagner gave nephri- 
tis and uremia, following the throat 
infection, as the cause of death. 

Death came after 10 hours of un- 
consciousness. Mrs. Woodin and 
one daughter, Mrs. Mary Minor, 
were at the bedside. Two other 
daughters, Mrs. O. F. Harvey of 
New York and Mrs. Wallace W. 
Rowe of Cincinnati, and a son, Wil- 
liam H. Woodin Jr., who is in Ari- 
zona for his health, also survive. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church at 4 p. m. Saturday. Burial 
will be at Berwick, Pa., the city of 
his youth. 

‘Long Advised to Retire. 

Physicians advised Mr. Woodin 
to withdraw from the Cabinet long 
before he did. He tried to resign 
several times. Finally his name 
was mentioned on lists obtained 
from J. P. Morgah & Co. as among 
those offered stock at preferred 
prices. A demand went up for his 
resignation. He went to the-Presi- 
dent and offered_it, but Roosevelt 
took him on a cruise down the Po- 
tomac River over that -week-end 
and made clear his resignation was 
not wanted. 

Later when his health failed fur- 
ther, he tried again to resign. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt asked him to hold 
on, saying he had done “a grand 
job.” The President granted him 
an indefinite leave of absence, hop- 
ing he would improve,enough to 
return to office, and so on leave 
he went to Arizona last November. 
But his health did not improve and 
he resigned Jan. 1. Henry Mor- 
'genthau Jr. was sworn in as his 
| SUCCeSSOr. 
| The ex-Secretary’s condition im- 
| proving somewhat, he returned to 
| New York from Arizona March 4. 
A hemorrhage sent him to the 
| Manhattan Eye and Ear Hospit:) 
| April 2. He improved again some- 
| what, then took a turn for’ the 
| worse. He lapsed into unconscious- 
ness yesterday afternoon and died 
| at 5:15 p. m. 

Last Thoughts of Roosevelt. 

Dr. Robert Buckley said his pa- 
tient in his last hours talked fre- 
quently of President Roosevelt. 
whom he called “Governor.” 

“From what he said, he was ex- 
tremely fond of the President,” 
said Dr. Buckley. “He seemed to 
believe he was conferring with the 
President, saying: ‘Yes, Governor. 
No, Governor. I don’t think so, Gov- 
ernor.’”’ 

Mr. Woodin made a picturesque 
Cabinet officer. He liked to play 
the guitar, and he did it well. Post- 
age stamps, prints and objects of 
art, all of which he collected, were 
other hobbies of the cheery, mild- 
mannered little man. He had a boy- 
ish spirit that prevailed -no matter 
how solemn the occasion. 

The national banking holiday 
prevailed from the hour he took 
office. He worked at his job night 
and day. After a few hours’ sleep 
he was back at the White House 
each morning, smiling and cheerful, 
talking over the next move with 
the President. 


He Wanted to Be Doctor, Became 
Industrialist and Cabinet Officer. 
W bis care H. WOODIN atarted 


his career as a cleaner of cast- 

ings and then as a molder in 
his father’s plant, the American Car 
& Foundry Co. at Berwick. He rose 
to the presidency of the con.pany 
and became a director in 21 other 
business,- All of these he resigned 
when he became Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Medicine was the career he want- 
ed as u boy, but his father wanted 
him, his only son, to succeed him 
as head of the railroad equipment 
firm which the Woodin family had 
founded in 1835. So the. boy at- 
tended the Columbia University 
School of Mines and then went to 
work in~his father’s plant at a 
wage of 90 cents a day. 

Industrialist, banker, collector of 
coins and art, composer of sym- 
phonic music and a Republican in 
politics, he was little known to the 
general public when he was se- 
lected as Secretary of the Treasury. 

But while listing himself as a 
Republican, he Had given staunch 
support to the Democratic national 
tickets 1928 and 1932, contribut- 
ing $25, to Alfred E. Smith's 
campaign and Jater being treasurer 
of a special committee set up to! 
wipe out a deficit of $783,000 in the

He was born in Berwick, Pa., May 
27, 1868, the son of Clemuel Rick- 
etts Woodin and Mary Dickerman 
Woodin. He had his preparatory 
instruction at the Woodbridge 
School in New York, then went to 


a member of the class of 1890. 

His marriage on Oct. 9, 1889, to 
Miss Annie Jessup of Montrose, Pa., 
ended his student days. Four chil- 
dren were born to them. 

Sticking to what he later admit- 
ted was distasteful work, he became 
a molder, then expert foundryman, 
machinist, superintendent of the 
foundries and general superintend- 
ent of the company. 

Having attained that ‘post, he re- 
signed and made a leisurely tour 
of Europe and the Near East, stop- 
ping to study music a bit in Paris, 
Vienna and Berlin. 


Returning home, he plunged back 
int® business but this time in the: 
white collar divisions of the Amer- 
ican Car & Foundry Co., with which) 
the Woodin plants had been merged. | 
Starting in 1899 as a district man- | 
ager of the big corporation, he was | 
called to New York in less than a 
year to become assistant to the 
first vice-president. In another year 
he was assistant to the president, 
and in 1902 a director. With his 
later rise to the presidency he col- 
lected his other industrial posts. 


Experiments in Music. 

Aside from his brief glimpse into 
the realm of the muse on his 
European tour, his formal musical | 
education ceased when he was 7 
years old. At that time his piano | 
teacher gave up in disgust because, 
the boy would not practice the notes 
set before him, going instead into 
improvisations. His parents re- 
fused to hire another teacher un- 
less he would promise to follow | 
directions. 

So he started experimenting with | 
various instruments until he learned | 
to get melodies out of them. He 
liked the guitar best because he 
could play it while propfed up in 
bed. He called this pastime “rest- 
ing.” 

His serious compositions began 
when he was past 60 because a mu- 
sician told him he had real talent. 
He went back into memory and 
pulled out old tunes; the musician 
orchestrated them. 

In 1929 the Berlin Philharmonic 
Orchestra played his “Oriental 
Suite.” ‘Orchestras in New York 
soon afterward gave his “Chinese 
Magic,” “The Unknown Soldier,” 
“The Tartar Dance” and “The Cov- 
ered Wagon.” He published a book 
of children’s songs and Roosevelt 
drove down Pennsylvania avenue to 
his \inauguration to the strains of 
@ march composed in his honor 
by his friend. 

Another thing that would take 
his mind off business was a tip as 
to where he might find a book with 
drawings by Cruikshank. He had 
a notable collection of that artist’s 
works. He also went in for fine 
hand bindings on books and for 
rare coins. This last hobby led him 
to take an active part in the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Association and in 
the Numismatic Club of New York. 

His home, just off Fifth avenue, 
on East Sixty-seventh. street, New 
York, was only a block or two 
away from that of President Roose- 
velt. The two shared interest in 


Springs, Ga., and Mr. Woodin was 
a trustee of the Warm.: Springs 
Foundaton- which Roosevelt was in- 
strumental in forming.

Britain Demands T Restrict 


Ready to Limit 


Imports if Negotiation Plan Fails 


President Runciman of Raard of Trade Tells 
Japanese Ambassador Ruinous Com- 
petition Must. Stop. 


By th» Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 4.—With threats 
of widespread retaliations and a 
possible open trade war, Great Brit- 


ain has demanded restriction of 
Japan’s rapidly-growing textile 
trade. 


Walter Runciman, president of 
the Board of Trade, placed before 
Japanese Ambassador Tsuneo Mat- 
sudaira yesterday a summary of 
the Japanese position and a list of 
projected curtailments of Japan's 
exports to crown colonies and the 
British Isles. 

Politely but firmly, Runciman 
warned Tokio’s. envoy that the 
British Government is taking gen- 
eral steps to halt Japanese compe- 
tition—which is said virtually to be 
strangling the British Textile in- 
dustry—unless Japan agrees to mod- 
ify ber program, methods and tac- 
tics. Matsudaira informed Runci- 
man that he could not reply im- 
mediately, but had to consult his 
Government first. 


Invites Quick Settleinent. 

At a conference especially called 
by him, the Board of Trade execu- 
tive explained to the Japanese am- 
bassador the situation in British 
colonies and the homeland where 
lower-priced Japanese goods are 
sweeping the markets. Runciman 
endeavored to show the seriousness 
of the problem, and said he hoped 
Japan would agree to negotiate 
quickly for a direct settlement. It 
was reported that Britain is will- 
ing to compromise if Japan’s reply 
is conciliatory. 

{In a report of Harold P. Butler, 
director of the International Labor 
conference at Geneva, these state- 
ments appeared: “Japanese ind@us- 
try has become the most formid- 
able competitor in the world’s mar 
kets; the comparative reduction of 
Japanese wages in terms of other 
currencies is so considerable as to 
give a decisive advantage to Jap- 
anese industry in the international 
market; currency depreciation has 
reduced Japan’s overhead and la- 
bor costs frcem one-half to two- 
thirds in relation to her main com- 
petitors.”’) 

Pian for Import Quotas. 

It was understood that the pro- 
posed restrictions are ready for im- 
mediate announcement in ‘case 
Japan does not agree to modify her 
program. These, it was reported, 
will take the form of import quotas 
and would necessarily apply to 
many. nations, but would be aimed 
chiefly at Japan, the restrictions 
would not affect nations with which 
Britain has favored-country treaties. 
Quotas were believed to be ap- 
plicable first to the colonies and 
then to the home country. 
Runciman announced that he 
would make a statement on the 
situation before the House of Com- 
mons early next week and indicat- 


ed that he expected the Japanese 
reply by then. 

Behind these developments are

Survey Being Made of Japanese 
Competition in American Markets. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 4.—A sur- 
vey of Japan’s price-cutting in 
markets under the American flag 
was reported under-way today in 
the State and Commerce Depart- 
ments, It was stated authoritative- 
ly, however, that final figures have 
not yet been tabulated’ as to how 
deep Japanese traders have dug 
into, American sales in the Philip- 
pines, Hawaii, Panama and other’ 
American territory. Until the sur- 
vey is finished, it was said, no final 
plan ‘will be formed to combat Jap- 
anese appropriation of traditional 
American markets. 

Official figures, on file in the 
State and Commerce Departments, 
show steady Japanese gains in per- 
centages. The totals in quantities 
and dollar values, however, are 
still only a fraction of United 
States foreign trade. The figures 
show that Japanese sales in the 
United States proper increased 
from 425,330,000 yen in 1931 to 
492,237,000 yen in 1933. January 
imports show an increase of more 
than 3,000,000 yen over January, 
1933. The yen has a nominal val- 
ue of 50 cents but has fluctuated 
between 21 and 25 cents since Ja- 
pan went off the gold standard. 

Other figures show the Panama 
Canal Zone increased its Japanese 
imports from 449,478 yen in 1931 to 
1,110,145 yen last year. Hawaii's 
imports show.a smaller increase— 
from 5,623,000 to 6,484,000 yen. In 
the Philippines purchases of Jap- 
anese goods rose from 20,425,000 
yen in 1931 to 24,050,000 yen in 
1933.

of Saudi Arabia. (Saudi Arabia was 
formerly called the Kingdom of 
Hejas and Nedj.) 

Reports today said Ibn Saud’s

—a state adjoining Saudi Arabia 
on the south and bounded by the 
Red Sea, the desert and British- 
controlled Aden. 

It is indicated that the fighting 
between Ibn Saud and the imam 
Yahya probably is over, but that 
a state of anarchy exists in Yemen. 

Pending the restoration of order 
by Ibn Saud in Hodeidah and other 
towns evacuated by the retreating 
Imam’s forces, British official cir- 
cles indicated it might be necessary 
for British' authorities to take over 
control. 

British armed forces have been 
dispatched to the war zone to as- 
sure the safety of foreign residents 
and interests. 

Italy has sent warships to Hodei- 
dah, and it is indicated France also 
may make some move. 

Meanwhile, nomads of the desert 
are reported to be looting Hodeidah. 

A British warship lay in Hodei- 
dah harbor today, and a police 
unit was landed there because of 
reports of a revolution in Santa, 
capital of Nemen, against which 
Ibn Sand’s forces are said to be 
moving. 

It was said in Government quar- 
ters that there were 300 British 
subjects in Hodeidah.

HE first legislative session of Gov. 

Caulfield’s administration discussed a 
bond issue similar to the $10,000,000 issue 
now proposed. A commission, headed by 
Theodore Gary, was appointed to make a 
survey of the condition of our eleemos- 
ynary and penal institutions and. report 
its findings to the Governor. The re- 
port, after six months’ investigation and 
an expenditure of some $40,000, — —— 
all these institutions in a deplorable, run 
down condition. The commission recom- 
mended a hike in income and inheritance 
taxes to get revenue to rehabilitate them. 
Before this legislation began to function, 
the depression camé and the whole plan 
was “lost in the woods.” 

The present Legislature at its first ses- 
sion failed in providing revenue for the 
above-mentioned purpose, but at the spe- 
cial session a $10,000,000 bond issue was 
submitted to a vote of the people. After 
first voting a $60,000,000 bond issue and | 
later $75,000,000 more for good roads, 
there should be no question regarding the 
$10,000,000 to provide safer and better care 
for the State’s unfortunates, especially 
when the Government agrees to give the 
State 30 per cent of the cost of labor and 
material. 

These improvements are absolutely nec- 
essary and must be had sooner or later. 
It would be folly to try to raise this sun’ 
by direct taxation under present depressed 
conditions. So go to the polls on May 15, 
vote for this bond issue and show to the 
world that Missouri is progressive on all 
ether lines as well as on good roads.

Actually, the commission’s regulatory arm is 
stronger than ever. The commission voted to exempt 
all security issues under $30,000 from complying with 
the aet. Such issues are small in number and in 
total value. Their very smaliness deprives them of 
the costs of -high-pressure salesmanship, The com- 


}mission also confines their distribution to a local 


radius about the enterprise. These offerings cannot 


j foot the expense of traveling to distant and unfamil- 


iar markets, a common trick of security-selling in 
the old days. Local distfibution in turn puts the 


‘investor sufficiently near the enterprise so that he 


himself may judge of its chances to make profits. 
Issues between $30,000 and $100,000 may now be 
issued for less than $100 par value. This restriction 
had been imposed because it forced these offerings 
to seek the funds of a more cautious type of investor. 
Repealing this restriction; the commission promptly 
hedged the new rule about with new protections. No 
stock may be offered for less than par value. This 
prevents options to insiders. Though the commission 
increased the profits that may be taken for under- 
writing service from 10 per cent to 25 per cent, it 
took a tight hold on the speculator’s collar by stipu- 
lating that all stock issued to promoters must be put 
in escrow. This stock cannot receive any dividends 
until all the stock issued has earned at least one 
year’s return. Furthermore, promoters’ stock can- 
not be unloaded on the publie until this has occurred. 
Promoters in this field of investment can no longer 
put their claims to dividends ahead of those of 
public investors. They can no longer dump their 
holdings on the public until the enterprise has proved 
that it could earn something;-a very healthy de- 
parture from past experience. 
Finally, the commission exempted issues from $30,- 
000 to $100,008 from registration. But it compelled 
the filing of-a prospectus which discloses all the im- 
portant facts about the enterprise. Those issuing 
the prospectus are still liable for any false statement. 
Elimination of registration for this class of issues re- 
lieves the commission from investigating the claims. 


| They take me word of promoters on issues belows 


$100,000. Where the issue is greater, the commission 
probes the truth of the statements before allowing 
the issue to be offered to the public. The commission 
felt that it wanted to devote all its investigative en- 
ergies to the kind of issues in which nestles the fraud 
that does the real damage—issues over $100,000. 
The real goal of the House mining bloc and all 
those championing the interests of the speculatcr 
against those of the investor is still unattained. This 
goal is to cripple the liability provisions of the Se- 
curities Act, which holds anyone connected with the 
sale of a stock issue for any false fact alleged in the 
registration statement or prospectus. The registra- 
tion statement demanded by the commission does not 
require any information that cannot be positively and 
certainly given. Though the cost of filling out such 
registration blanks has been shown time and again 
to amount to less than 1 per cent of the total value of 
the issue, the manipulators of such issues are moving 
hard to soften the penalties, which confront them 


with either fave years in prison, a personal liability 


for money lost by their artifices, or both. 

It is hard to see how these penalties are unjust 
or oppressive. Any promoter willing to tell the truth 
is entirely safe. When a burglar loots a house of 
even a small sum, he may get from 10 to 40 years. 
Why, then, should an unscrupulous promoter who 
wishes to project a million-dollar swindle be preferred 
by the law? The easy consciences of promoters have 
never awakened them to the fact that, in rooking the 
public on a grand scale, they are even worse than the 
common variety of criminals. 

Perhaps they had better rest content with the pen- 
alties they face. The disparity between the punish- 
ment meted out to the second-story worker and that 
of the thief who picks the investor’s pocket must be 
removed. 
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SMALLER FEES—BIGGER REVENUE. 

The untoward results predicted from the reduction 
of State auto license fees are not materializing. 
Quite to the happy contrary. Revenue from this 
source for 1934 exceeds that of the corresponding 
period of last year by almost $1,000,000. The Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri, pioneer and persistent ad- 
vocate of reduction, is authority for those figures. 

In urging reduction, the Automobile Club was for- 
tified by the experience of other states that had 
tried the plan.

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LAZARUS IV. 

The anti-vivisectionists are leaping to attack the 
young California doctor currently in the news spot- 
light. for literally raising a dog from the dead. The 
experiment is denounced as inhiimane, cruel and 
useless. 

Dr. Robert E. Cornish, conductor of the experi- 
ment, is careful to make no high claims. The dog, 
called Lazarus IV, was asphyxiated and then pro- 
nounced dead by every test. More than three weeks 
ago, the doctor injected adrenalin and salt solu- 
tion and applied manual resuscitation to start the 
blood flow, used amyl! nitrite to restore the arteries 
to normal functioning and injected gum arabic to 
reduce the heart rate. The dog today breathes nor- 
mally, takes food, blinks at a light, sleéps at inter- 
vals, growls and barks, tries to walk. It is a living 
animal again, save that the brain’s processes seem 
impaired beyond recovery. Dr. Cornish claims no 
conquest over Weath, and refuses to hazard opinions 
as to the effect of the treatment on human beings. 

This experiment may hold great future significance 
for reviving human victims of asphyxiation, electric 
shock, drowning, etc., or it may develop that these 
injuries so affect the brain that full recovery 4s im- 


| possible, At any rate, it is a venture of scientific 


importance, which, if blocked by the mistaken hu- 
manitarianism of anti-vivisectionists, may deprive the 
world of a great discovery. Had their protests 
stopped médical pioneers of the past, such diseases as 
diphtheria, diabetes, anemia, bubonic plague, cholera,

new anesthetics, animals are all-important.

even a remote possibility of saving human lives. 
Medical science still has far to go, and its present 
achievements are founded largely on the use of lab- 
oratory animals.

THAT RIVER DES PERES REPORT. 

Following widespread complaint and the filing of 
1500 éxceptions to the findings of the River des Peres 
Sewer District Commission, City Counselor Hay has 
asked Judge Landwehr to set aside the commission's 
entire report and to name another commission to 
do the work all over again. 

Mr. Hay thinks that in some cases the commission 
awarded excessive damages 4nd that it assessed beén- 
efits against a large amount of property in areas 
which seem to be benefited only as the entire city is 
benefited. 

One of the many unfortunate circumstances sur- 
rounding this situation is that, although the commis- 
sion has been holding meetings since 1927, it did not 
render its first report until two years ago. In the 
meantime, there was a tremendous change in prop- 
erty values and the financial condition of property 
owners. By. separate negotiations, the city has been 
enabled to reach settlements with damaged property 
holders at far less than the sums awarded by the 
commission. It is a question whether the commission 
erred or whether fear of prolonged litigation and the 
need for cash induced property owners to take small- 
er sums than they would have otherwise. However, 
if the report as of 1934 reflects property values and 
economic conditions different from those actually 
prevailing. today, perhaps the best thing is to do 


Another difficulty is that property owners were led 
to believe, when the 1923 bond issue was passed, that 
by far the greater part of the cost of the sewer would 
be paid in bond issue funds, and that only the prop- 
erty abutting on the sewer would be assessed for 
benefits. It is not playing fair with the people to 
mislead them in this manner. On the other hand, it 
is true that a large area of property has been bene- 
fited by construction of this sewer. Before it was 
built, there were numerous complaints about the 
odor, which was not restricted to a narrow radius, 
and about the difficulty of transportation, for which 
the stream was responsible. Construction of the 
sewer, which eliminated both these sources of com- 
plaint, certainly was a boon to property. 

We can pass no judgment upon whether damages 
awarded were exorbitant. There is a widespread be- 
lief that this is so, but the commission could un- 
doubtedly summon witnesses who would uphold its 
judgment. The subject should be thoroughly threshed 
out in court, as it surely will be. 

The incident emphasizes the need, which we have 
often stressed, for a permanent condemnation com- 
mission, to be composed of men of the highest ex- 
perience, who would give their whole time to the 
work and assure a far more expeditious handling of 
condemnation proceedings. It is tragic that such a 
commission was not set up when the 1923 bond issue 


Was passed. 
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PLACE AUX DAMES!

Tricks of criminal lawyers, some of whom have hook-up with gangs, are condemned 
by writer; but, he says, they are no worse than those who help business bucca- 
neers in looting public; asserts legal ethics are actually higher than those of com- 
merce; thinks honest majority of bar in time will drive malefactors from the ranks.

OST of us lawyers won’t sully our 
M hands with the criminal law. It’s a 

dirty business. You can’t touch tar 
without getting smirched. A defendant in 
a criminal case expects you to get him off 
by hook or by crook, but mostly by crook. 
If you are unwilling to adopt the devious 
and crooked ways of crime itself, you can’t 
be the defendant’s best advocate, so you 
turn him down. At least that is how the 
argument runs, 

Most criminal lawyers’, therefore, belong 
to a race apart. Heroes in the public eye; 
almost, but not quite, pariahs among “good 
people.” Hardy and shrewd, fhey know 
their legal tricks, their police, prosecutors, 
judges and gentlemen of the jury. Above 
all, they are realistic—champions hired to 
get results. 


The lower-grade criminal lawyer has his \ 
hook-up with gangs and keeps his petitions. 


for habeas corpus written up in blank, ready 
to fill in with the necessary data, so that he 


can “spring” a client from the lock-up the _ 


minute the police nab him. He knows who 
will furnish bail. He knows who knows 
which judges and how to pull the strings, He 
asks his clients no foolish questions, If sorme- 
one intimidates witnesses and bribes jurors, 
that’s their business, not his. He may in- 
dulge in fixing cases, but you can’t prove 

it on him., His philosophy is simple: “Give 
the customers what they pay for.” | 


You may call this sort of unscrupulous 
practitioner a lawyer criminal, * you like, 
but’ he can turn the phrase neatly on other 
members of the bar: “How about our re- 
spectable legal friends who ‘advised public 
utility magnates and others in the intrica- 
cies of floating- rotten bonds? And how 
about eminent counsel who connive among 
themselves for so-called ‘friendly’ receiver- 
ships to keep the looting of failing corpora- 
tions and the consequent fees within the 
magic circle of the insiders?” 

- The code of ethics of the lawyers is ac 
tually higher than that of the business world 
which supports them. It includes many nice- 
ties, and is scrupulously observed by the 
bulk of the bar. Serious infractions of ethics 
usually lead to disbarment. The lawyers, on 
the whole, like the ministers, doctors, ‘abor- 
ers and the police, are a decent, hard-work- 


‘ing lot. But they labor under the narrow and 


often anti-social necessities of advocacy. 
Some lawyers, in fact, maintain a dis- 
tinct cleavage between their personal con- 
duct and their conduct on behalf of clients. 
They would not steal a nickel or raise a fin- 
ger in violation of the letter of the law, but 
they -will and do without compunction: dis- 
close to buccanéefs of business ways of evad-

No need to remind our readers 
of the joy of proiled or fried spring 


chickens, but perhaps a few hints 
gs to frying may be welcomed. 

To retain the juiciness and ten- 
derness of the meat, cook frying 
chickens at @ moderate tempera- 
ture. Extremely high temperatures 
toughen the meat and make it 
stringy and dry. The general cook- 
ry rule is: High temperature at 
rst for a short time, to brown the 
chicken, followed by lower temper- 
ature to finish the cooking and de- 
velop flavor to the utmost. 

Chicken may be fried as is, or it 
may be rolled in seasoned flour, 
sifted crumbs, crushed ready-to-eat 
cereal, cornmeal, potato meal or 
batter. If the pieces are first 
dipped into flour or crumbs, then 
into an egg beaten with a table- 
spoon of cold watey, and then’again 
into flour or crumbs they acquire a 
thin, smooth coating that frying 
transforms into a crisp golden 
crust. The quickest way to coat 
the pieces is to put the coating ma- 
terial, be it flour, crumbs or meal, 
into a large paper bag, put in the 
pieces of chicken and shake. 

Southern Method. 

For frying chicken in the South- 
ern manner, one-half cup fat is put 
@nto the skillet and heated very 
hot. Some cooks prefer to use half 
putter and half lard. The tempera- 
ure is the important thing. Have 
it hot when the chicken is put in, 
then reduce the temperature. Some 
of the fat left in the skillet after 
the chicken is done is used for 
making cream gravy. Another way, 
especially convenient when cooking 
several chickens at a time, is to 
brown the pieces first over the 
flame, and finish cooking in a mod- 
erate or slow oven. 

Maryland Fried Chicken. 
Cut cleaned young chicken into 


back. Season some flour with salt 
and pepper. Roll each piece of 
chicken in the flour, then into egg 
which has been beaten with 2 table- 
spoons of water, and then in sifted 
bread crumbs, 

In a skillet fry out the fat from 
a half pound of salt pork, cut into 
small cubes. When all of the fat 
has been cooked out of the cubes, 
remove them and put the pieces of 
chicken into the ‘hot fat. Let the 
chicken cook slowly, covered, for 
ebout an hour, turning the pieces 
often to brown them evenly on all 
sides. The slow cooking is most 
important, ‘ 

When the chicken {s done, trans- 
fer it to a hot platter. To the fat 
n the pan add an equal amount of 
lour, or 2 tablespoons of flour for 
each 2 tablespoons of fat. Blend 
flour and fat thoroughly, and then 
stir in gradually 1 cup/of cream 
‘not milk). Season with salt and 
pepper. Pour gravy over chicken. 
Serve witn corn fritters. 


BEEF KIDNEY STEW 


One beef kidney, 


Four tablespoons flour, 

One and a half teaspoons salt, 
One-eighth teaspoon paprika.

SALMON HERE NOW! 


First of the Season in From 
Oregon This 
Week. 


News that new Oregon salmon 
from the Columbia River is in this 
week will delight lovers of this 
popular fish. 

We note in our visits to the ‘fish 
shops that soft-shell crab is quite 


plentiful. 

Somehow, to many women, that 
seems distinctly a hotel or restau- 
rant delicacy, as they hesitate about 


preparing them at home. 


They may be boiled, fried, broiled 
or deviled. 

Preparation of Crabs. 

The back of a soft-shell crab ta- 
pers to a point at each side. Lay 
the crab on its face, then take one 
of these points between the thumb 
and forefinger of the left hand and 
pull the shell back about half way. 
Pull off all the spongy substance 
thus exposed. Do the same at the 
other point on the opposite side. 
Then pull off the tail or apron 
which laps under the crab and the 
spongy substance under it. 

To boil: Prepare the crabs as 
above. Place in boiling water to 
cover. Add one tablespoon salt, 
cover tightly and boil for 20 min- 
utes. Then serve. 

To broil: Prepare as above; com- 
bine one-fourth cup melted fat, two 
tablespoons lemon juice, one-half 
teaspoonful salt and a speck each 
of cayenne and pepper. Holl the 
crabs first in this mixture and then 
very lightly in flour. Place them 
on the broiler rack in the broiler 
oven which has been preheated for 
10 minutes and broil 10 minutes, 
turning them once. 

To fry: Prepare six crabs as 
above. Then beat two eggs slightly, 
roll the crabs first in the egg and 
then in fine cracker crumbs or 
flour. Fry in hot, deep fat at 360 
degrees F. for 8 minutes, or until 
golden brown. Remove from the 
fat, drain and sprinkle well with 
salt and pepper to season. 

To devil: Boil crabs, take meat 
from shells. Mix with one-third as 
much cracker crumbs, melted butter 
and enough curry powder to season 
to taste. Refill shells and brown 
in moderate oven. 


TAPIOCA RHUBARB PIE 


Three and one-half cups rhubarb, 
cut in one-half inch pieces. 

One and one-fourth cups sugar. 

One tablespoon water. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
quick-cooking tapioca. 

One recipe pie crust. 

Combine rhubarb, sugar, water, 
and tapioca, and let stand 15 min- 
utes, or while pastry is being made. 
Line a nine-inch pie plate with one- 
half of pastry rolled to one-eighth 
inch thickness. Moisten edges of 
pastry with cold water. Fill pie 
shell with rhubarb. Roll other half 
of pastry to one-eighth inch thick- 
ness. Fold half the pastry back on 
the other half. With sharp knife 
make severa! incisions to permit es- 
cape of steam. Place upper crust 
on filled lower one, opening out 
folded half after it is placed on pie. 
Press edges together. With sharp 
knife trim off surplus pastry. Again 
press edges together with fork 
dipped in flour. Bake in hot oven 
(425 degrees F.) 15 minutes, then 
decrease heat to moderate (350 de- 
grees F.) and bake 30 minutes long- 
er, or until rhubarb is tender.

Four tablespoonfuls flour.

Add milk, peanut butter and salt.

Frozen Peanut Cream.

One-half cupful peanut butter. 

One and a half teaspoonfuls va- 
nilla.

Place sugar in a saucepan ané al- 
low it to melt very slowly on a low 
flame, stirring it all the time; this 
will probably require 10 or 15 min- 
utes. When the sugar has melted 
and is slightly brown, add bciling 
water, allow to boil for several 
minutes, then strain and add to 
the gelatin. Add salt, peanut but- 
ter and vanilla. Chill, and when 
slightly thickened, fold in whipped 
cream and stiffly beaten egg white. 
Freeze in refrigerator. Serve with 
chocolate sauce.

One cupful cold water. 

Two squares chocolate-or one-half 
cupful cocoa.

ORDERLY PICKETING, STRIKES 


. TRENTON, N. J., May 4.—Peace- 
ful picketing and resort to orderly 
strikes were sustained today as 
lawful weapons of labor under the 
National Industrial Recovery act by 
New Jersey's highest tribunal, the 
Court of Errors and Appeals. The 
Court unanimously modified an in- 
junction allowed by former _ Vice- 
Chancellor John J. Fallon against 
the American Federation of Silk 
Workers in a labor dispute involv- 
ing the Bayonne Textile Corpora- 
tion. 

“The Vice-Chancellor,” the opin- 
ion by Justice Harry Heher said, 
“proceeded on the assumption that 
the National Industrial Act out- 
lawed strikes.” The Vice-Chancel- 
lor, the Court said, “was clearly in 
error.” —

THAW TRIAL BUNGLED, 


Declares Slayer Had Old 
Grudge Agaifist Stanford. 
White Whom He Shot. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, May 4. — Evelyn 
Nesbit, in an autobiography pub- 


lished today, says the late William 
Travers Jerome as prosecutor in 
tho Stanford White murder trial 
bungled the case against Harry K. 
Thaw. The book is entitled “Prodi- 
gal Days; an Untold Story.” 

In June, 1906, Thaw, the scion of 
a millionaire Pittsburgh family; 
killed the architect as he sat with 


‘Miss Nesbit at dinner on the old 


Madison Square Garden. 

Even though she was married to 
Thaw, Miss Nesbit writes that she 
had loved White for several years 
and loved him that night. For 
Thaw, she said she had only pity. 

Miss Nesbit labels as false the 
long-accepted version that Thaw 
killed White in a fit of rage after 
finding her dining with him. Thaw, 
she writes, had long held a grudge 
against White, dating to the time 
several years previously when 
White disrupted Thaw’s plans for 
an after-the-theater party by tak- 
ing the invited showgirls off to a 
feast of his own. 

After their marriage, the actress 
says, Thaw practiced for several 
hours daily at targets until he was 
skilled in the use of a pistol. 

In discussing the trial, Miss Nes- 
bit says Jerome from the outset 
wanted only an insanity -verdict 
against Thaw and purposely failed 
to call witnesses, prominent in so- 
cial circles, who could have proved 
premeditation. 

The actress, who has lived in re- 
tirement for several years and 
whose book was withheld from pub- 
lication pending the obtaining of 
affidavits from persons referred to, 
says in one particular point in her 
testimony she withheld her true 
feelings toward White from the jury 
at the trial. 

She said Thaw was a “prisoner- 
at-large” during his period of in- 
carceration at an asylum for crim- 


-|inal insane; that she saw him at 


will and took nightly rides with 
him into Connecticut. 

John Barrymore was her frequent 
companion, Miss Nesbit writes, tak- 
ing her to Rector’s for supper. “He 
called me a ‘quivering pink poppy 
in a golden windswept space,’” she 
adds. 


CLAYTON COUNTS POPULATION 
FOR POSSIBLE TAX INCREASE 


Movement Under Way to Vote 
Funds for Public Library and 
Parks, 


A recheck of the Clayton City 
cénsus will be made to determine 
whether the city can increase its 
municipal tax rate to provide funds 
for a free public library and for 
parks, Mayor Shaw has announced. 

At present Clayton, as a city of 
the fourth class, is permitted a 
maximum tax rate for municipal 
purposes of 50 cents, only 42 cents 
of which is assessed. If the re- 
check shows the population to be 
in excess of 10,000, the city, like 
others of the third class, will be 
empowered to increase the rate to a 
maximum of 60 cents on the $100 
valuation. The 1930 census gave 
Clayton a population of 9613. An 
election would be necessary to put 
the higher taxes into effect. 

A gift of $400 by the Clayton 
Lions Club, the first contribution 
toward the establishment of a li- 
brary, was announced yesterday by 
the Citizens’ Library Committee re- 
cently appointed by the Mayor.

This new garden is in three units, 
on as many levels.

Now, after only six months in 
the new location, the garden not 
only has proportion and balance, 
but it gives the appearance of hav- 
ing been there for a great many 
years. 

Last October the evergreens were 
transplanted, then the iris, narcissus 
and jonquils and after the first 
frost, the other shrubs were moved. 


On the upper level, adjoining the 
house, is the evergreen garden with 
just a suspicion of formality in its 
great marble well head, set against 
a background of cedars, in the well 
known Italian manner. One of the 
unexpected developments here were 
the volunteer jonquils which liter- 
ally sprang from the earth as soon 
as spring crept into this garden. 
Flagging steps, set not too close 
together, lead down to the lower 
level. On: the step treads, violets 
and saxifrage in clumps grow in 
the crevasses with :. fine disregard 
of law and order. 

The middle level is in four leat 
clover design, with flagstones lead- 
ing across the grass to: the sun 
dial in the center, which rises from 
a mass of violets and is surround- 
ed by a little brick circle of pave- 
ment with insets of clover leaf 
shaped beds of white tulips. This 
sun dial is the pivotal point of the 
three gardens, On the flagstone 
rétaining wall of the terrace above, 
clumps of wild phliox and mer- 
tensia grow in little tufts. Vibur- 
num earlesii has been placed here, 
where one can easily lean over to

narcissus, Madonna lilies, mauve 
tulips and what the exasperated 
husband of a garden convert once 
referred to as “those damn mer- 
tensia”—trembling in pink and blue. 


The lower garden is a real 
achievement—in that although com- 
plete to the last detail, it has avoid- 
ed any suggestion of redundancy. 
The greenest grass spreads out un- 
der foot and the whole garden de- 
sign is picked out in clumps of 
white tulips with an undertow of 
white pansies. An old Italian blue 
trellis fence extends behind the side 
beds, which are an artful confusion 
of lilies, delphinium and wild flower 
clumps. The old brick terminal 
wall has a weather beaten marble 
fountain inset (which it so happens, 
has been in the cellar for over 14 
years). The water brims into mar- 
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ble troughs and down into the blue 
lined pool below, as.the frogs at all 
four corners spout impudently up- 
ward. Against the stone coping of 
the pool is a ground cover of myr- 
tle, with Clusiana tulips and an- 
chusa myosotidi flora. Narcissus 
peek over the tiny retaining wall of 
bricks set on an angle. 

In the center of this third garden 
is a Carrara marble bird bath, in a 
circle bed of white Carrara tulips, 
outlined with “heavenly blue” grape 
hyacinths. Four beds of close 
clipped roses bajance architectur- 
ally to the center circle ‘and are 
edged with a tiny hedge of box 
barbary. - Mrs. Simmons measured 
all her box barbary before these 
beds were even designed.
